It is patient, and will bear uncomplain- 
ingly, provocation and injury, always enjoying 
that peace of mind produced by the conscious- 
ness of doing right. It is self-denying, and 
seeks not its own, but another's good ; it is dis- 
interested, and travels by no crooked path, ei- 
ther to fame or fortune ; persevering, and not 
easily discouraged; enduring, and, when 


destitute of moral courage.

I see the principal officer of a city, engage in 
opposing a law, which hits for its object the 
promotion of temperance, and the suppression 
of victj, though he may be very polite, I doubt 
whether he lias that true self-respect always 
inseparable from moral courage.

in Paradise—" Ye shall not surely die."* Ten 
out of twenty-two delegates, in the Conven- 
tion, voted nay, with a terrible craphusis, on 
the final ratification of the nomination, and 
sojie of them hixted it to boot. One of the 
Walworth county delegates declared, after the 
nomination, that Mr. Eimore could not re- 
ceive a hundred votes in that county. 


THE WHIG NOMINATION. 


The "Whig Convention, at Waterford, last 


Saturday, nominated Hon. John H. Tweedy, 
of this city, as the Administration candidate 
for Congress. We had understood, before 
the meeting of the Convention, that Mr. 
Tweedy's opinion was adverse to a nomina- 
tion ; but the counsels of such men as Jona- 
than E. Arnold and W. W. Brown—who are, 
par excellence, tbe conservators of the party 
in this town, and who regard party organiza- 
tion as more important than the success of 
right principles—prevailed, and our worthy 
fellow-citizen, who, by a graceful act of de- 
clination, had just shown himself unaambitious 
of office, was chosen as the proper person to 
bear the honors of a defeat. That a great 
majority of the Whigs of tbe District were 
opposed to a nomination for Congress, we 
lave the best reasons to believe. At least 
500 of them have expressed themselves open- 
y—a large portion of them over their own 
sign manual—in favor of the election of Chas. 
Durkee. But the office distributors of the 
iarty dispose of such matters with very little 
regard for the wishes of tho people, relying 
on their skill to bend the will of the masses 
to their purpose. 
As this District is the cen- 


tre of Wisconsin Whiggery, they wished to 
keep it so ; and fearing that their example in 
supporting Mr. Durkee, might lead Free 
Soilers in the Western District to vote for 
Mr. Cole, and elect him, and thus transfer 
the Empire of Whiggery westward, they con- 
cluded to set up a candidate of their own, 
and give him, at least, a nominal support, and 
thus show their devotion to the Fillmore dy- 
nasty. 


We will not charge them with the folly of 


upposiug that they expect to elect their can- 
didate. To show the fallacy of such a hope, 
we subjoin a statement of the official vote of 
last year, in this District. 
The Whig vote 


was 2,770, while the Democratic and Free 
Soil vote combined was 7,118, nearly three to 
one. But as this District was connected with 
the rest of the State, and there was no possi- 
ble chance of electing our candidate for Gov- 
ernor, not more than half the Free Soil vote 
was polled. 
In the single town of East Troy 


100 Free Soilers did not go to the polls on 
election day. 


It is idle for the Whigs to suppose that any 


mraber of Democrats will vote for an old 
Whig, like Mr. Tweedy, whose name calls up 
at once the remembrance of former embit- 
tered political contests. And suppose tbat 
not a single Whi« should vote for Mr. Dur- 
O 
o 


kee, and that Mr. Durkee and Mr. Eimore 
should divide the vote equally between them 
—the most favorable supposition possible for 
the Whigs, which tbe facts in no aspect will 
warrant—and each of them would have 789 
majority over Mr. Tweedy. 
And should the 


vote be divided unequally, the majority 
against him would be still larger. 


Now, in these circumstances, taken in con- 


nexion with the refusal of the party to nomi- 
nate in the Northern District, where their 
chances for an election are no more desperate 
than here, the resolution of the Whigs to 
nominate in this District, we take to be a dis- 
tinct declaration of opposition to Free Soilers, 
and of preference for the old line Democracy. 
Perhaps this was necessary to satisfy the pow- 
ers nt Washington. 


We find no fault with the arrangement, but 


arc rather pleased with it, on the whole. It 
will serve to show, in a more striking manner, 
the weakness of a party whose prime leaders 
carried through the Texas bribe and the infa- 
mous slave-catching law, and the superiority 
of the People, in such a crisis, to party ties, 
caucus edicts, and Executive decrees. 
The 


People, thank Heaven, have taken the matter 
of re-electing their own faithful Representa- 
tive, Charles Durkee, into their own hands, 
and it is not in the power of all the party 
presses and politicians of the District to 
thwart their will. 


P. S.—We do not know"that it is improper 


for us to say to our friends in the country, 
that Gen. King, Asahel Finch, Jr., the candi- 
date for Congress two years ago, Eliphalet 
Cramer, and Mr. Tweedy himself, thought it 
best, in the peculiar condition of this District, 
for the Whigs to make no nomination, and 
that they approved generally of the course of 
Mr. Durkee, and believed it would be an 
honor to the District to re-elect him. We 
take the responsibility of saying that, had Mr. 
Finch been nominated, as some supposed, he 
wou'd have absolutely declined. The only 
effect of Mr. Tweedy's running—so the better 
portion of the Whig* themselves say—will be 
to increase the chances of Mr. Elmore's elec- 
tion.
